THE STERLING qualities of Lincoln’s character (he WEEK, Feb. 7, 

never sacrificed a principle to achieve an end), his states¬ 
manship, his humanness, the ugly duckling story of his rise 
from a log cabin to the White House and his martyrdom ceed at once 
all go to make his appeal universal. 

A thread of poetry ran through Lincoln’s writings, 
whether personal or state. Someone has said he wrote with 
“the majesty of a Milton and the Biblical dignity of a King 
James scholar.” He voiced the doctrines of Democracy with 
words that cling eternally in the minds of men. 

No wonder Lincoln is so widely quoted. He doubtless 
would bo amused if ho returned today and hoard other 
politicians rant about what he stood for. So would Washing¬ 
ton, Jefferson and Jackson. And even Eisenhower’s and 
Kennedy’s remarks are sometimes lifted out of context.

AS TO PUBLIC security, Lincoln .said: “Let us be vigi¬ 
lant, but keep cool.” On freedom: “Those who deny free¬ 
dom to others deserve it not for themselves, and, under the 
rule of a just God, cannot long retain it.” And on the 
Presidency: “If I, in my brief connection with public 
affairs, shall be wicked or foolish, and if you remain true 
and honest you cannot be betrayed; my power is tempo¬ 
rary; yours eternal as the principles of liberty.” 

These were the words of a man—a leader—in principle. 

John Masefield has written that “It is lamentable that 
man, who has attained real domination of nature, should 
use his domination for the destruction of his fellow men, 
instead of for the betterment of life.” 

Lincoln would have echoed this statement, but would 
have added: 

“Not at the sacrifice of principle”—the principles of
